ChlcsKS July 12.— Advices to tbe 
board of grain and commlBsion hounes 
are that the In at and drouth In the 
■outbwest Is unbroken. It is f^nld that 
the damage outside of Kani^as and 
Miaiourl ia Blight, but that uoleai 
thara la relief within the next 10 daya 
tbe com crop situation will approa( h 
a calamity. A meseage from Topcka, 
Kan., says the prospects are for a 
crop of but 50,000,000 bushels of corn, 
although last year's crop was 163,- 
•00.000, and that of tbe previoua yerr 
inM9,(i(S9.' ffie foaa of ba^ and po- 
tatoes is also very great, second orilv 
to the loss of corn. It is estimated 
that the farmers of Kansas and Mis 
Bouri have already lost |50,U00.000 by 
tbe torridlty and drouth. 
. Tbe Btralta In wblcb tbe corn crop 
ft Btid to be situated owing to the in 
tense heat and lack of moisture is re- 
flected in the course of prices of that 
cereal on the lioard of trade. Corn 
for September delivery at the opening 
■old im>ttlC«n|K>usly from 67 to 62^. 
compared with the close Thursday at 
ll%&bl\i. Shortly afterwards thiF 
option was quote d at 5-'"8, or ^ cents 
higher than the pi ice one month a^o. 
shortly before the heat and drouth 
began to arouse misgivings as to the 
future of the crop. Not in years have 
natural conditions attracted the ri es- 
ent prices in corn, although manipula 
tlon has at timet forced tbem higher. 

Distress In London. 

London, .Tuly 12. — The heat wave 
here is becoming more tropical. Lon- 
doners were not prepared for it and 
const (luently they are suffering great- 
ly. There were many sunstrokes and 
prostrations and faintings in the 
streets, which kept the anabulances 
busy. The number of omnibuses run- 
ning was considerably reduced in con- 
sequence of the exhaustion of hoiser', 
ah4 the iron works and ship building 
yftWIt were terioatly handicapped on 
account of the enforced abtence of 
fh.' workmen, who wert tufftflng 
from the heat.

Koreans IVIassacre Christians. 
Washington, July 12. — The reported 
uprising on the Island of Quelpart. off 
the Korenn coast and the killing of 
several hundred Christian converts, is 
confirmed in advices reachine; the 
Japanese legation, which contain the 
report of the captain of the Japanese 
man-of-war Senyen. The Senyen was 
at Chemnlpo, Korea, when the first 
word of tbe uprising was received. 
She made a rapid run to the Island, 
arriving June 2. The captain reports 
that when two French m"n of war had 
arrived at the island they found the 
insurgents in a menacing attitude. 
Attepuptt ^^re made to land French 
marines. As tbe landing was opposed, 
the French ships made a demonstia- 
tion and sicceeded in landing their 
marines. The Insurgents were then 
repulsed and two missionaries bald 
by tbem were saved. After that af- 
fair quieted, the uprising wat quelled. 
During the oothfeak 200 converts 
wore killed by the insurgentt. 

Block Lipped Up. 

Mountainvlew, O. T., July 12. — Fire 
destroyed an entire block. Loss $G5,- 
000. About 15 business houses wore 
burned out. Mountainvlew Is on the 
border of tno Kiowa and Comanche 
County, and is crowded with home- 
taekert. The buildingt destroyed in- 
clude tbe First national bank, two gro- 
cery stores, two dry goods stores, a 
furniture stofe and a hard^i^are store. 
Many of the homeseekers liound for 
Lawton, the second place of registra- 
tion, which is 25 miles inland, pur- 
chased their tuppUet here and the 
lottet Vill prove pafticnlarly hard on 
tbem. 



Bank Run Ended.

Feature of the Kvprit the Klne Spin 
of the ( ripplpil lii(1eprii(1euce.

P.atcman's Toint. H. 1 , July 12.— The 
Columbia won Friday's race, the 
fourth of the series, beating the Con- 
stitution by about a minute and a half 
at the finish. The feature of the day 
was the fine woik of the Independ- 
ence, which after losing her topmast 
at the very start, sailed a magnificent 
stern chase with all her upper sails 
gone and was only beaten b^ 10 min- 
utes at the finish. The day wat the 
best that the yachts have bad so far, 
a fine breeze hlowiiiK from thf nortli- 
east. which sent them over the trian- 
gular course of 30 miles in a little 
over three hours. Tbe new Herre- 
thoff yacht wat never aiioad. although 
getting wKhin two minutea of the Co- 
lumbia at the second mark. The "In- 
dependence, after :i di lay of nearly 
six minutes in (hating away tbe 
wreckage, rounded the first mark about 
at many minutea behind tbe Colum- 
bia. 

On the home run, a bread reach, the 
Herreschoff yachts bsing fairly 
smothered in canvas, finislK d witli a 
lead somtthing under five minut<s. 
The retult of the race wat e . en more 
encouraging to the foUowert of the 
Botton yacht than Thursday's con- 
test, and the next race between tli»' 
three boats, whenever it occurs, will 
be looked foi ward to with ^reat iutei- 
est. On tbe other band, tbe defeat of 
the new Herretchoff yacht Constitu- 
tion for a third time by the old 1899 
defender has still further complicated 
the question of selecting an America's 
c up d 'fender and l^avc-s the ciucstion 
of wliirli is the faster yacht in ordi- 
uary breezes very much in d')ubt. 

Little Mlamla Improvements. 
Cincinnati. July 12. — There was a 
real estate mortgage left for record 
with the county recorder here to ^ 
cure a bond issue of 13.000.000. The 
mortgage is given by tbe Little Miami 
Railroad company to the Central 
Trust and Safe Deposit company as 
trustees. The do< anient covers all the 
real estate and personal property be 
longing to the railroad compahy. The 
bonds will be known aa "batterment 
bonds," and the money Is to be ex- 
pended for immediate improvement oi 
the road. Th'> betti-rmcut mortgage 
covers the Pennsylvania lines be- 
tween Cincinnati and Columbus, via 
Xenia, on which double tracks are 
contemplated. 

Historic Vessel to Be Sold. 
Washington, July 12.— The secre- 
tary of the navy ordered tbe famvus 
old Minnesota to be stricken from 

the naval register. A Ixiard of con 
deiiiiiation has just appraised her at 
$i."i,iMiii, atid she will be sold at pub- 
lic auction at boston, where the now 
lies. The Minnesota is one of the 
most notied vettelt of the old navy.

fleet in Hcmpton Roads, tbe day bt- 
loro the.

Wreck Victims. 
Kansas City. July 13.— Another 
diath was added to tbe litt of victims 
of the Chicago and Alton wreck, near 
Norton, tlo., on Wednesday. Miss 
Lot'Je L. btlll, aged 26 years, of llo.- 
nellsville, N. Y. died at I'niversit' 
hospital. She was badly burned alxu t 
the arms, face and shoulders, and bad 
been uncocaelottt for naarly 41 hour«. 
Th9 bodlot ot tbfiN tmknown dead at 
tlie thoffue, two ftampt and a man 
supposed to be Sidney JoaM of Chi- 
cago, remain unclaimed.

Receiver Submlu I'rellinliiMry Report. 
V\ hat It Skows. 

Washington. July 12. — Comptroller 
Dawes received the preliminary re- 
port from the receiver of the Seventh 
National bank of New York city. The 
receiver states that his estimate of 
the value of assets is of course only 
approximate. He estimates ttie 
amount which will finally be recoverc d 
for the depositors from the atiets, in- 
cluding ttockholders' aataatment, at 
about 80 cents on tbe dollar. 

The receiver states that hia ttti- 
mate? of the value of the .Marquand 
collateral Is less than is claimed by 
the directors of tbe bank and it is 
possible on this account that the final 
coUecttont may be tomewhat better 
than the receiver's estimate. Comp- 
troller Dawes stated that all traus 
actions connected with the advance 
of cash to the l)ank just prior to Its 
failure are being carefully investigat- 
ed. The comptroller ordered an as- 
tettment ot 100 per cent on the |500.* 
000 capital ttock of the bank. The 
report of the receiv(>r contains no 
reference to any of the investigations 
now being made Into the question of 
tbe existence of criminal infractions 
ot law. All these mattert are under 
the charge of the department ot Jut- 
Uca. 

tteamahtp't Close Call. 
Queenttown. July 12. — The Cork 
{Examiner prints a sensational story 

of the mirac\ilous escape of a four- 
masted passenger steamer westwai l 
bound from l)eing wrecked off the 
Fasnet rocks, Tbe Examiner says 
the fog lifted in the nick of time to 
save the vessel from a fearful disas- 
ter. The light keepers at Fasnet 
were horrified to see a steamer from 
the east running full on the little 
Fasnet, 400 yards east, southeast. 
Fasnet Immediately discharged an 
alarm gun, signaHng urgent danger, 
Before the liner could be slowed up 
or her engines reversed, she bad ap- 
parently touched ti^^' little Fasnet 
rock, as she was seen to list to star 
board and then to port. Apparently 
uninjured she proceeded.

No Rate War. 
New York, July 12. — All prospcets of 
a rate war in the territory of th" Cc n- 
tral Tratllc association was ended at 
the recent meetings of pretidentt and 
other ofllctalt of the railroadt in that 
territory.

Cincinnati. July 12.— Tbe machin- 
ists' strike which was organized May 
2'K and wiiieb involved from five to 
s( veil fliousand employes in this city, 
has been practically declared off. A 
secret mass meeting ot ttrikert wat 
held during the day, at which a for« 
mal report was made that it had been 
found to l)e impossible to procure as- 
slstance in money from the head- 
quarters in Washington. As the strike 
benefit fund is exhausted, tbe ttrik- 
ers were advised to return to work. 
Already about t.nn have applied for 
reinstatement and many more will do 
so Siiiurday and Monday. No oflicial 
statement has been maJe by the lead- 
ert of the strikers, and they all refuse 
to be quoted, saying that they do not 
care to do anything that might affect 
the injunction proceedings against 
them, set for hearing July IR. The 
strikers failing to receive funds from 
Washington sent an agent to Wash- 
ington t9 try to secure money. His 
report was presented to the meeting, 
and it was upon this that the action 
which virtually ends the strike was 
taken. It is saiil, however, that th<» 
decision to return to work was not 
unanimous, and that some men will 
still hold out.
